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FORT STEVENS

Fort Stevens, nearly 120 years old, began as a military post during the 
U.S. Civil War. It served the military in World War I and World War IL. 
The area still holds the concrete bunkers and gun batteries that protected 
the coastline and the mouth of the Columbia River during the wars. This 
installation was the only one in the continental United States that was 
fired on by a Japanese submarine during World War II. It was closed as a 
military reservation in 1947. 

In 1955, Clatsop County donated to the public a portion of the area 
where the Peter Iredale lays embedded in the ocean shore, and Fort Stevens 
came into being with 26 campsites. 

Since then, the State Park has expanded to become the largest 
campground in Oregon, with 605 camping and trailer sites. It has lake side 
picnic and day use areas and paved roads to the location of the Peter 
Iredale wreck, to one of the old coastal batteries, and to the South Jetty of 
the Columbia River. 

In addition, there are miles of paved bike trails winding through the 
wooded areas of the park, out on to the dunes of the South Jetty, and a 
new stretch leading to the Fort Stevens Historical Area. 

In the historical area, west of the Town of Hammond, the old military 
residences ring the parade ground. Most of these elegant old structures are 
being renovated by their current owners, yet the area clearly shows its link 
to the military past. The Civil War era military cemetery is located in the 
Fort Stevens addition and is still maintained by the U.S. Army. 

Below the residential area, to the north and west, are more batteries and 
the remains of the original military post; the site of the strategically placed 
Civil War Earthworks along the riverbank, the only structure of its type on 
the West Coast, which is currently undergoing an exciting renovation 
process; and a visitor center and military museum of excellent quality. Park 
staff and volunteers have restored a 1954, 14-passenger, 2-ton Army truck 
and will be offering trips aboard the truck from the museum through the 
military post. 

Currently, the Fort Stevens Museum has a full schedule of activities to 
offer visitors, and exciting new projects are planned for many years in the 
future.

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FORT CLATSOP 


In May of 1804, the Corps of Volunteers for Northwest Discovery (the 


Lewis and Clark Expedition) left Wood River, Ill. President Thomas 
Jefferson had gotten $2,500 from Congress to fund this westward explora- 
tion, led by his secretary, Meriwether Lewis. Lewis took William Clark as 
his second in command. It took over two years to make the journey. 

In November of 1805, the 33-member party experienced the great joy of 
seeing the Pacific Ocean, their long-sought goal. On December 31, Fort 
Clatsop, named after the local Indians, was completed. Here they spent 
the winter preparing for the return trip to St. Louis. Their stay lasted 
three months. 

The expedition’s members were mostly enlisted soldiers who volunteered 
to explore the unknown region acquired in the Louisiana Purchase of 1803. 
But assistance was gotten from non-military hunters and interpreters, 
including Clark’s black servant York, and the much celebrated Sacagawea, 
Shoshone wife of interpreter Toussaint Charbonneau. It is not known for 
certain how much influence the young woman had on the success of the 
expedition. 

On the 150th anniversary of the explorers’ arrival, in 1955, local citizens 
built a replica of Fort Clatsop, based on Captain William Clark’s original 
floor plan. 

The National Park Service acquired the 125-acre site in 1958 as a 
memorial to the Corps of Discovery. Although it cannot be known for 
certain, the fort site is believed correct, based on the writings and maps of 
Lewis and Clark, as well as the reminiscences of past settlers. 

Fort Clatsop replays past events with a living history program. Rangers 
clad in buckskin give talks and demonstrate activities once performed by 
the explorers: candle-making, tanning and sewing hides, woodworking and 
muzzle loading. 

The park is open daily from June 11--Labor Day, 8 a.m.--6 p.m. After 
Labor Day, the programs return to weekend schedules only. 
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OCEAN BEACHES

From the South Jetty, the Pacific 
Ocean Shore sweeps down the 
coast in graceful curves to the cove 
south of Seaside, Oregon. Paved 
roads lead to parking areas and 
beach access at Fort Stevens State 
Park, Sunset Beach below Camp 
Rilea, Del Rey Beach near Gear- 
hart. and at the Seaside cove. 

Foot paths provide access 
through the dune grass along the 
beach south of the jetty. at Fort 
Stevens State Park and at  Gear- 
hart. 


Some beach driving is allowed 
south of Fort Stevens State Park, 
and vehicle access is available at 
Sunset Beach and south to Gear- 
hart. The beach near Camp Rilea 
is often closed because of military 
exercises there, but further south, 
in the area of Sunset Beach, is 
some of the best razor clam digging 
on the coast. 

It is fun to sit at the cove in 
Seaside and watch the crazy surfers 
work the waves that crash in on the 
rocky beach, or the bold sea birds 
that work the watchers for food!

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PETER IREDALE

The skeleton of the Peter Iredale, 
one of the most photographed ship- 
wrecks of the Pacific Ocean, is lo- 
cated at the northwestern tip of 
Oregon, near Hammond. 


The four-masted British bark was 
built in 1890 and was one of the 
first iron-hulled sailing ships. Among 
the largest and finest vessels of her 
day, she gave sixteen years of service 
before October 25, 1906, when she 
became entombed in the graveyard 
of the Pacific. 

On this particular voyage, her des- 
tination was Portland, Oregon, to 
load her cargo of wheat bound for 
the British Isles. Her master, Cap- 
tain H. Lawrence, offered a bonus 
to his crew if five days could be cut 
from the expected sailing time, but 
she encountered much fog and rain 
on her way up the coast from Salina 
Cruz, Mexico. When the first mate 


expressed concern about keeping up _ 


such a fast pace in the dense fog, 
Captain Lawrence replied, "I've made 
this passage eight times before. 
Maintain top speed!" 

At 2 a.m. October 25, 1906, the 
captain sighted the Tillamook Light 
and informed the crew that he in- 
tended to stand by near the mouth 
of the Columbia River and pick up 
a bar pilot after daybreak 


Four hours later, the crew scram- 
bled up on deck, for they heard the 
lookoutshout, "Breakers ahead!” But 
it was too late, the vessel slammed 
into the sandy beach a few miles 
south of the Columbia’s mouth. 

At about 8 a.m., a United States 


Lifesaving service patrolman sta- 
tioned on the beach spotted the 
floundering ship and ran to the 
Point Adams Lighthouse to tele- 
phone the Lifesaving Station in 
Hammond and notify them of the 
situation. 


It took the lifesaving crew one 
and a half hours to haul their surf 
boat and rescue equipment by mule- 
driven wagon the two miles from the 
Hammond to the Peter Iredale. 

Meanwhile, the ship’s crew had 
lowered her two anchors, hoping to 
right her and keep her afloat just 
offshore. But the tide was coming in, 
and the surf kept pounding at her, 
pushing her farther and farther up 
the beach. 

Captain Lawrence, the last of the 
crew to be rescued, carried ashore 
with him the ship’s log, a sextant 
and a bottle of whiskey. He thanked 
~veryone for their help, turned to 
the Peter Iredale, came to attention 
and saluted her, saying, "May God 
bless you and may your bones bleach 
in the sand.” He then turned to the 
men around him and offered each a 
drink. 

The only life lost was that of a 
sightseer. A group of young men 
went Out to see the wreck a few days 
after it occurred; on their way back 
to shore, a 26-year-old man fell out 
of their small rowboat. His body 
washed ashore a few days later. 


The Peter Iredale is the only wreck 
still visible on Oregon's northern 
coast. Its "bleached bones" can be 
seen on the beach at Fort Stevens 
State Park, near Hammond, Oregon.

The United States Government purchased a piece of land from the 
Kindred family in 1887 and the Point Adams Life Saving Station was built 
on the site. Crews from the station were involved in law enforcement and 
aid to mariners in distress. They participated in many rescues from the 
river and the ocean, including the wreck of the Peter Iredale. The 
Columbia River bank at that time was located just north of what is 
presently Fifth Avenue in Hammond. , 

The Point Adams Coast Guard Station was built in the 1930s on the site 
of the old Life Saving Station. It was a white colonial style building typical 
of many Coast Guard Stations throughout the country. ; 

The picturesque Coast Guard building has since gained bright blue trim 
and now houses the offices of the Point Adams Biological Field Station of 
the National Marine Fisheries Service.

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HAMMOND

On the south shore, where the 
Columbia River rolls into the 
Pacific Ocean, was a small Clatsop 
Indian village called Konapee. 
When Captain Robert Gray sailed 
through the mouth of the river in 
1792, he named the area Point 
Adams, in honor of President John 
Adams. Lewis and Clark later 
explored the site, but white settlers 
did not come in until the Oregon 
Trail was opened. In 1844, a 
donation land claim on Point 
Adams was taken up by the Barth- 
olomew Kindred family. 


The first lighthouse built in the 
area was the Point Adams fight- 
house, which was constructed in 
187S to warn marine traffic coming 
through the entrance to the Colum- 
bia River. The Tillamook Head and 
the North Head lighthouses were 
built later and the south jetty of 
the Columbia River was completed, 
so the Point Adams light was no 
longer needed. Its service was dis- 
continued in 1899, and in 1912 the 
lighthouse was ordered burned by 
the Federal government. 


In 1893, the Kindred land claim 
was subdivided and platted into the 
town of New Astoria. The railroad

arrived late in 1899, and that same 
year the town received its charter 
from the State of Oregon and 
elected its first Mayor and Council. 
In 191S, the citizens voted to 
change the town’s name to Ham- 
mond, in honor of the man who had 
built the railroad line. 


The rail line ran directly through 
the town--where the grassy median 
strip now exists between the upper 
and lower portions of Pacific 
Drive--and into the Fort Stevens 
facility. During the 1930s the huge 
rocks for rebuilding the south jetty 
were hauled through town on flat 
cars, and during World War II the 
line was used for the troop trains 
that brought servicemen to the Fort 
Stevens military post. 


Present day Hammond is a 
small. pleasant community that 
gives one the sense of an old 
fashioned seacoast town. It serves 
as the gateway to the historic Fort 
Stevens residential and _ military 
area, but most of its activity is 
centered around a busy marina. 
There is a delightful viewpoint park 
near the marina, where visitors can 
picnic and watch the marine traffic 
up and down the river.

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ASTORIA 


ASTORIA IS FOR EXPLORERS- 
-that’s the motto for this seafaring 
town that was Oregon’s second 
largest city for many years. Having 
been the first permanent U.S, settle- 
ment west of the Rockies, Astoria 
has had time to build and preserve 
monuments to the different roles it 
played in the settlement of the West. 

Captain Robert Gray discovered 
the Columbia River in 1792, nam- 
ing it after his fur trading ship, 
Columbia Rediviva. A few years 
later the Lewis and Clark Expedition 
came overland to the Pacific Ocean. 
During the winter of 1805-6 the 
explorers remained at Fort Clatsop, 
a Structure they built and named 
after the local Indians. 

In 1811, Astoria was established 
when John Jacob Astor’s fur traders 
arrived and built Fort Astoria. 
British fur traders Were not long to 
take control of the area, but only 
until American farmers settled in the 
1840s. 

Among Captain George Flavel’s 
many successes (a man celebrated as 
the area’s first millionaire) was the 
establishment of a regular pilot 
service in the 1850s to assist ships 
in the navigation of the river and 
treacherous bar crossing at the 
mouth of the Columbia. Many ships 
were still lost in this "Graveyard of 
the Pacific." The Flavel House, a 
beautiful Queen Anne-style home 
built in 1885, has long been restored 
and is open for public viewing. 

The 1870s brought industry to the 
salmon fishery, and the canneries 
brought Astoria success and notori- 
ety. Logging soon became the second 
staple industry, and the two domina- 
ted the local economy for decades. 

Shipbuilding had an important 
role during the world wars, and 
tourism, the industry of rediscovery, 
began its important role immediately 
after modern highways were com- 
pleted, and especially since the 
bridge to Washington was finished 
in 1966, replacing the river ferries. 
The crown for Astoria’s historical 
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significance is the Astoria Column, 
a commemoration of the westward 
sweep of discovery and migration 
which brought civilization to the 
Sunset Empire. The column reaches 
125 feet into the sky and commands 


a panoramic vista of the ocean, 
rivers and mountains.

MARITIME 
MUSEUM 


Established in 1962 by Rolf Klep, 
the Columbia River Maritime Mus- 
eum is the finest maritime museum 
in the Northwest. 

The 37,000 square foot facility 
features several full-size craft and 
maritime engines and seven exhibit 
galleries, each of which highlights an 
aspect of Northwest maritime his- 
tory. 

Model ships from every era are 
on display, as are navigation instru- 
ments, scrimshaw and a replica of a 
sternwheeler’s pilothouse. 

The last U.S. Coast Guard light- 
ship to serve on the Pacific Coast, 
The Columbia, is docked next to 
the museum and is available for 
touring.

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Warrenton founder, Daniel 
Knight Warren, lived on the town 
site since about 1870, though it 
was not platted until 1891. The 
city eventually grew to include the 
sites of other towns like Lexington, 
the original county seat, and Flavel. 
Today Warrenton’s city limits ex- 
tend from the Lewis and Clark 
River west to the ocean and from 
Youngs Bay south nearly to the 
Oregon National Guard facility at 
Camp Rilea. 

With 13.5 square miles of area, 
that makes Warrenton the fourth 
largest city in Oregon, and perhaps 
the least densely populated. 

Warrenton has always had a 
more industrialized flavor than 
other Clatsop County communities, 
with much of its land reclaimed 
from tidal flat behind the dikes. 
When the town of Flavel, named 
for the state’s first licensed bar 
pilot, was founded near Tansy 
Point in 1892, backers hoped it 
would outstrip Astoria as a sea- 
port. That never happened, but 
when the town merged with War- 
renton in 1918, the larger city ac- 
quired Flavel’s dock and residents 
clung to their original dream. 

Several sawmills were built on 
Warrenton’s flat ground, and the 
biggest of them remains in opera-

tion. A log sorting yard and chip- 
ping operation recently began very 
near where Flavel once stood. 
One of the largest seafood process- 
ing plants in operation in the cou- 
nty is located on the west bank of 
the Skipanon River in Warrenton, 
and several of the county’s 
largest. manufacturing plants 
line the city’s Columbia River wat- 
erfront or Occupy space at Port 

of Astoria Airport on Warrenton’s 
eastern side. About 80 percent of 
the county’s land that has the po- 
tential for industrial development 
is near Warrenton. 

Recently, the most attractive 
area for development has been 
along the western side of highway 
101, between Youngs Bay and Mar- 
lin Avenue. The Youngs Bay Plaza 
was first to develop, followed by the 
Premarque-Coast to Coast-Mr. Bike 
trio nearest the bay. And a new 
Fred Meyer store soon will open its 
doors for business. 

Warrenton boasts one of the 
busiest mooring basins in the county, 
with large commercial fishing boats- 
-shrimpers, draggers, crab boats and 
salmon trollers--vying for space with 
charter fishing vessels and private 
recreational boats. 

An expansion plan for the moor- 
ing basin will soon go into effect.

If you have a boat and wish to 
find a place to moor it in Warren- 
ton, chances for success have not 
been good. But they have gotten 
better for those seeking permanent 
moorage, and they will get better 
soon for those looking for short 
term or transient moorage, according 
to SKIPANON Marina’s Harbor 
Master Fuzzie Cater and Warrenton 
Mooring Basin’s Harbor Master Jack 
Zimmerman. 

The SKIPANON Marina is a 
locally owned enterprise that sells 
individual mooring slips outright to 
those needing permanent space and 
to those who are looking for an air 
of privacy. Currently there are some 
slips being rented, according to the 
brochure, but that idea is on the way 
out. 

SKIPANON offers slips from 24-50 
feet, rest rooms, showers, charter 
office, restaurant and lounge, water 
and power outlets. Some are avail- 
able with phone and TV hook-ups. 
SKIPANON’s offering is 129 slips. 

Warrenton Mooring Basin offers 
all its slips on a rental basis, but 
they are filled to capacity, with over 
100 on the waiting list for perma- 
nent moorage rental. 


Harbor Master Jack Zimmerman 
Says that transient moorage is avail- 
able, but he stresses the word "min- 
imum,” and that means it’s nothing 
to plan on by any means. 


In the near future, 22 commercial 
slips will be added for boats up to 
100 feet, but they’re rented already. 
Included in this expansion plan will 
be 30 slips for boats 25-32 feet, and 
this will allow for a good number of 
transient moorage slips.

HAMMOND MARINA

The old harbor that had been 
dredged to supply the Fort Stevens 
military post by ship during World 
War II was the beginning of the 
Hammond Marina. During the 
mid 1960s, a channel 100-feet wide 
and 10-feet deep was dredged out 
approximately 550 feet to the 
Coast Guard channel. Floats for 


the boat docks were constructed 
and a 40-foot wide launch ramp 
was put in place. 


The Hammond Marina now has 
moorage facilities for 174 recrea- 
tional and sportfishing boats. It 
can accommodate boats up to 50 
feet in length, with maximum drafts 
of 7 feet. All of the floats are sup- 
plied with fresh water, and some 
have electrical services available. 


An added feature to the marina 
is the little Viewpoint Park, located 
along the river bank next to the 
mooring basin. It has a grassy pic- 
nic area and graceful trees circled 
around. There is a parking area 
along the bank with a dramatic 
view if the Columbia River shipp- 
ing channel. Vessels going up river 
or headed out to sea can observed 
at what seems just an arm’s length 
away. Deserted buoys and pilings 
just off the river bank provide per- 
fect stages for the antics of local 


cormorants. 

This area is the location for the 
proposed Seafarer’s Memorial statue, 
which will be placed in the river in 
1992 as Hammond’s contribution to 
the Bicentennial Anniversary of 
Captain Robert Gray’s discovery of 
the entrance to the Columbia River.
